In the latter race Yale jumped. into} 


the lead at the start as their oatsmen 
caught the water first. Harvard. soon 
pulled. up on even terms and as the 
crews passed the navy yard dock, 
they were almost even with the ad- 
vantage, if any, in Harvard's favor. As 
they rounded the bend and were nearly 
out of sight of the navy yard dock, Har- 
vard maintained a scant lead. From 
about the mile mark--Harvard began 
to draw away from her blue rival and 
crossed the finish line about four 
lengths in the lead. 

Both crews rowed smoothly, Yale’s 
performance being in marked contrast to 
her poor work in this event last year. ; 
The work of both strokes was of the |" 
highest order. At the mile and a half 
Yale seemed to lose her cork. At least 
Howe’s men didn't bend to his stroke as 
well and Harvard opened a length and 
a half of open water.

It is the best tested law in 
this world and dates back to the time 
of Zeno in Greek and Roman _ times,” 
said George H. Earle, Jr., of Philadelphia, 
in closing his testimony on Thursday be- 
fore the House committee investigating 
the sugar trust. 

He was severe in his criticism of Mr. 
Rosevelt’s alleged failure to’ institute 
criminal prosecution of the American 
Sugar Refining Company officials after 
the Pennsylvania Sugar Refining deal 
was exposed in 1906. Mr. Earle spoke 
with such emphasis that he offered to 
apologize if the committee thought Mr. 
Roosevelt’s inaction was not repre- 
hensibie. f 

Mr. Earle said he offered to debate the 
issue with Mr. Roosevelt in New York 
last fall, but that the latter declined the 
opportunity to “overwhelm” him. He 
said he approached Mr. Roosevelt with 
the feeling that he was ‘the greatest 
man in the universe.” 

Mr. Earle read again the letters that 
Mr. Roosevelt did not send to the Senate 
with the correspondence in the case. 

“T eriticised the President for that,” 
continued. Mr. Earle. “Mr. Roosevelt 
told the Senate that it was right to send 
the correspondence to the Senate, and 
then he did not send the communications 
from me that might have reflected upon 
him. If that was right, then I was 
wrong.” 

“Do you have any doubt that Mr. 
Roosevelt was a sincere opponent of the 
immoral practices of great organizations 
of capital?” asked Representative Hinds. 

“I would rather not answer that ques- 
tion,” said Mr. Earle.

BY MR. WEEKS 


WASHINGTON-—Congressman Weeks, 
who is going tg the Thousand Islands, to 
spend the Fourth, said prior to his de- 
parture that reports recently current to 
the effect that he is opposed to the par- 
cels post are not true, but added: “It is 
equally untrue that I am in favor of 
the government going into this extension 
of the postoffice facilities.

-MINNEAPOLIS— When. on July 2, the 
Minneapolis civic celebration is declared 
in full swing. it will not only mean that 
Minneapolis has started the largest civic 
show that has ever been held here, but 


that the city is celebrating the linking | 


of four of the largest lakes in her park 


system with a system of lagoons andj 


concrete bridges. It will also mean that 
Minneapolis, long celebrated for its lakes, 
will have enough connected fresh water 
within its limits to entitle 
_ ealled an inland Venice, 

It is for this reason that the civic 
celebration, which was instituted with 
the idea of providing a parallel for the 
“quieter” Fourth of July celebration, 
which is held each year in St. Paul, 
has grown to larger proportions and has 
sometimes been -called “The Linking of 
the Lakes” celebration. The “quieter” 
Fourth idea will not be overlooked. 
Mafiv other features will be added, in- 
cluding numerous street parades, band 
concerts, a pageant in Loring park 
representative of Minnesota history from 
the earliest days and processions of boats 
on Lake Calhoun and Lake of the Isles. 

Before the lakes were linked Minne- 
apolis had a park system remarkably 
rich in natural beauty, enhanced by the 
12 lakes within the city borders which 
are large enough to permit boating and 
fishing. Around the shores of the four 
larger lakes, two of which have been 
joined, and on two of which the work of 
joining is still going on, are picturesque 
parkways, recreation grounds and* fash- 
ionable homes. To join these lakes and 
make one continuous driveway is the 
aim of the park board. 

The four lakes to be joined are Cedar, 
Lake of the Isfes, Calhoun and Harriet. 
Two of these, Calhoun and Lake of: the 
Isles, already are connected by a lagoon 
‘and bridges. 
the Isles alone has occupied four sea- 
sons and has cost $52,489. Four bridges 
have been built." Two are yet to be 
constructed. These six bridges are es- 
timated to cost $120,000, part of which 
will be borne by the park: board: and 
part by the railways. Fhey are of 
reinforced concrete with granite stone 
facings. 

The water pageant of the civic celebra- 

tion week will cO6mmemorate the linking 
of the lakes especially. On Wednesday 
and Friday nights “ships will pass in 
the night’ on Lake of the Isles and 
Lake Calhoun, and historical craft of 
nearly every nation will be seen in the 
Water parade. 
Spain will be represented by a replica 
BP of the ship which brought Columbus on 
} his Voyage of discovery and New Eng- 
land by the Mayflower. The Half Moon, 
made famous by Hendrik Hudson, will 
be typical of the Dutch, and the trireme 
of the Romans. Cleopatra and her barge 
will be shown, as will a barge of the 
doges, a Chinese junk, a Viking ship, an 
Indian war canoe, Italian gondolas and 
Spanish caravels. Riding on each boat 
n the parade will be natives of the 
sountry represented.

In each of the past five years the cot- 
ton crop, with one exception, furnished 
larger amount of trade credits than was 
needed to turn balance in favor of 
United States. That exception was in 
the fiscal year of 1907-8, when average 
price of exported cotton was 11.4 cents 
a pound. Even at low price of 9.4 cents 
in 1908-9 the value of exported cotton 
ran $66,000,000, ahead of trade balance. 
Following vear 1909-10, when trade bal- 
ance was almost cut in two by the fall of 
exports and the rise of inrports, the 
value of exported cotton rose to 2'% 
times the excess of exports. 

These figures make it clear’ that the 
critical point in the crop outlook is not 
to be found in grain districts or live- 
stock areas, but in the cotton belt. On 
an area estimated at from 35,000,000 to 
37,000,000 acres with relief from serious 
danger of dry weather, international 
finances from our domestic viewpoint 
‘would seem to be without serious con- 
cern.

ALPACA WAS FOUND 


TROUGH TITUS oALT 


Light and Glossy Fabric Was 
Won by Repeated Effort, 
First Experiment Coming 
From Heap of Dirty Bales,

LONDON —The discovery of the use 
and manufacture of alpaca was due en- 
tirely to the initiative and extraordinary 
business energy and foresight of Titus 


Salt. Born in 1803, at Morely, an 
manor house a few miles from Bradford, 
he was sent when 17 vears of age to 
Wakefield as an apprentice to the wool 
trade. After employing himself for a 
couple of years in learning wool sorting, 
he was made a junior partner with his 
father, who had set up in ies 55 as 
a wool merchant in 1822. 

' It was not long before he thought he 
saw an opportunity for-extending the 
business, and so he purchased enormous 
quantities of Donskoi wool in the hope 


of obtaining a ready market for it, but] 


he soon found that this was not to be 
the case. The wool, although fine and 
glossy in appearance, was tangled and 
greasy and his customers, unable to see 
its possibilities or commercial value 

’ would not buy it- So as not to have this 
quantity of wool on his hands, he spun 

into varns and then wove it into 
cloth, and so successful was he that it 
was not long before he had five mills at’ 
work in this industry. 

Passing one dav through a Liverpool 
Warehouse he chanced to see a heap of 
dirty-looking bales and took a sample 
back with him to Bradford, which proved 
after it had been inspected and well 
scoured and combed to be a wool of a 
very long, fine and glossy nature. 

It obtained from the alpaca, an 
animal which inhabits the mountains of 
, Peru and Chile, and its wool, though 
straighter than that of the sheep, 
considered in ‘every Way superior. 

So pleased was he at the discovery, 

ee 9 E ve decided to waste no time in 
making good use-of it. He knew that 
to make up_the wool alone as a mate- 

rial was of little avail, for the Indians 
of Peru since very early times had used 
the wool of the alpaca for making 
shawls, blankets ~and—other—articles of 
clothing, and in tlie first vears of thie 
nineteenth century England had also 
tried to produce such fabrics, but owing 
to their unusual weight and the costli- 
ness of production, it was abandoned, 
the monopoly of this manufacture hav- 
ing once more passed jnto the hands of 
the natives. : 

¥or one ,and ‘sixpence- a pound he 

bought 200 bales, and started to experi- 
ment with it, but his efforts met with 
no encouragement from his father and 
friends and he was forced to work out 
the problem of the making up of alpaca 
alone. 

At last he discovered that by weaving 
gH in a cotton warp instead of a woolen 
one with the alpaca, a material was 
produced with all the lightness and glos- 
siness of silk,-but considerably cheaper. 
So popular was this fabric that other 
firms followed his example, and in three 
years the imports of alpaca amounted 
to over two million pounds. , ) 

The success’ of this venture led him 
_some time afterwards to utilize the wool 
‘of the Angora *goft; and from it he pro 
-duced the material which is now kréwn 
as mohair. 

Titus Salt’s activities were not alone 
confined to the working of his business 

_ and/his numerous textile discoveries, but 
he also found time for a number of philan- 
‘thropic undertakings, the greatest of 
which perhaps is the: founding of. th 
model manufacturing town of Saltaire. 
three miles from Bradford. This town 
«has in addition to the factory; which ex- 
; tends over an area of 12 acres, several 
places of worship,- schools, “baths, wash 
houses and comfortable dwellings for. the 
employees. 

Besides being ee mayor of Brad- 
ford, Titus Salt also stood at one time 
as member of Parliament for that city, 
and eventually was made a baronet. As 
a token of ‘their gratitude for his public 
services the .people of Bradford have 
_ererted a statue to his memory.

“Bleak House,” was recently put up for 
sale by auction, but as the bidding only 
reached £6000 ($30,000) the Property | 
was withdrawn. 

it seems curious that any. one “should 
have fixed on Fort House as the original 
of “Bleak House” when the whole de- 
scription of tlie house ig given in the 
sixth chapter of the novel, and that des 
scription differs in almost every particu-’ 
lar from Fort. House. It will also be re- 
membered that the ~house of the novel 
was placed in the tamest part of Hert- 
fordshire, while its birthplace stands 
high on a cliff overlooking the sea, in a 
grand and romantic situation. 

Charles ‘Dickens loved Broadstairs in

LONDON—The exhibition of 
mens and pictures illustrating the ani- 
mals, plants and minerals mentioned in_ 
| the Bible, now on view at the Natural 
History Museum, South Kensington, is 
(an instance of how much may be com- 
pressed into a very small space. 

With the exception of the Red sea 
' dugong, or sea-cow, the so-called “bad: 

r,” whose thick hide was used for. 
roofing the tabernacle and who is hon- 
ored with a case to himself. all the 
exhibits are arranged in one of the arched 
recesses on the right of the central hall. 


One case contains some excellent speci- 
mens of. birds, reptiles and insects. — In 
another. the anima!'s are chiefly repre- 
sented by heads or drawings. There is a 
smal case filled with minerals, including 
the precious stones mentioned by St. 
John; and ihose which formed the high 
priest’s breastplate. It is 
to note that the Bible sapphire was lapis 
lazuli, while the stone that we call a 
sapphire was termed “jacinth” in the 
Scriptures. 

The case in the middle of the alcove 
contains an excellent slrow of Biblical 
plants, where one can see examples of 
hyssop. of spikenard, of the thorn: tree 
and specimens of wheat and tares, side 
by side. The lily of the field is repre- 
sented by an anemone coronaria, true 
lilies being unknown to Palestine, and 
the rose by a narcissus, for some un- 
known reason. The husks Of the prodi- 
gal are apparently the fruits of the locust 
or earob tree, which abounds in Pales- 
tine.

For the present it would seem ‘incredible that there should be 
such apparent popular indifference with regard to this matter, if 
it were not considered that the subject of saving Niagara falls has 
been so often discussed. The truth is, it is not popularly conceived 
or conceivable that Niagara talls can be in serious danger. - That 
they are in danger and that the dangers imminent will be made 
plain to any person who gives a little'time to the study of the state- 
ment the American Civic Association has issued on the subject. 
It is not out of place here to repeat that Niagara falls even now are 
not what they were ten years ago. The tapping of the river above 
the great cataract is thinning the flow and dépriving the faHs of 
their grandeur. ier 

The assurance that nothing worse than is happening now can 
happen to Niagara falls before next winter will give some ‘comfort 
to the millions of Americans and Canadians—to the millions 
throughout the earth—who believe in the preservation of the beau- 
tiful gift of nature, but it should not blind anybody to the fact that 
so long as the possibility exists for commercialization of the falls, 
so long the falls will be in-danger. The higher sentiment of the 
country must insist upon their being,taken completely out of the 
domain of industrialism. Granting of reasonable privileges at 
Niagara seems to have had the effect only of sharpening the appetites 
cf the power companies for privileges that~are unreasonable and 
against public policy. Ss :
